Importation of Wood Pulp 
From 
Canada Into U. S. Contemplated 
by a Resolution 


TO APPOINT A COMMISSION 


Washington, 
July 
I — Im porta­ 
tion of wood pulp from Canada into 
the United States for the benefit of 
the newspaper press of the country 
is contemplated by a 
resolution re* 
ported favorably to the Senate 
by 
the Committee on Rules. 
The great shortage of pulp wood 
in the United States has 
seriously 
affected the price of newsprint p a ­ 
per and em barrassed the newspapers 
of the United States in finding white 
paper to use in their 
business. The 
difficulty in securing white paper has 
been largely produced by embargoes 
raised by the Provinces of Quebec, 
New' Brunswick, 
and 
Ontario 
on 
shipments of pulp wood 
into 
the 
United 
States, 
discriminating 
against the use of this pulp wrood by 
American mills, after the American 
mills had acquired the right to cut 
the w'ood in Canada. 
The purpose of the resolution is 
to authorize the President 
of 
the 
United States to appoint a commis­ 
sion to treat with the Canadian Go­ 
vernment, and the Provinces enum­ 
erated above, with the view of look­ 
ing to a better commercial 
under­ 
standing between the two 
Govern­ 
ments in reference to newsprint p a­ 
per and pulp wood, and an 
agree­ 
ment that would aid in 
securing a 
reasonable supply of raw 
m aterial 
to the American mills. Tile purpose 
of the resolution, if carried out will 
not only be beneficial to 
those en­ 
gaged in the m anufacture of news­ 
print paper, but to the entire press 
of the United States.

The tax on 
riding academies is $100. 
Persons carrying on the business 
of renting or operating passenger 
automobiles for hire are required to 
pay a tax or $10 for each such au­ 
tomobile having a seating 
capacity 
of more than two and not more than 
seven and $20 for each such auto­ 
mobile having a seating capacity of 
more than seven. 
Special taxes on 
manufacturers 
of tobacco products are due also in 
July, and 
on 
manufacturers 
and 
wholesale and retail dealers in oleo­ 
margarine, adulterated and renovat­ 
ed butter, filled cheese, and persons 
engaged 
in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
mixed flour. 
Returns of the capital stock tax 
also are required on or before July 
31. The capital stock tax applies to 
every corporation carrying
